In a case recently doeidcd liy the United States General Ap- 
praisers at Now York, involving tlir iiii]iortRtion by (Icorge Borgfeldt 
& Co. of II kuaiitity of chiiiawai c trom (Jcniuniy, prior to our entry 
», into the war, the importers contended tiiat the goods were correctly 
invoiced, while the board found the chinaware was undervalued, or 
in other words. the ixiinrt prices were lower tliiui the prices 

asked by the niuniifaeturers for the .same mereliaiitdise in Uenuaiiy 
— the old German trick known to trade as "dumping." Under the 
board's decision, the importers liccoiiie liable for the payment of an 
■ acditional 15 per cent. "dnmpinK" dut^v, imposed by a Democratic 
law passed two years ago. All right. 

But suppose the invoice value of those goods had been identical 
with the prices asked by manufacturers for the same merchandise 
in Germany? Still the importers would liave been able to biiiii; 
these goods into this market and undersell American chinaware be- 
cause of the advantage keld over our manufacturers by reason of 
the low German wapre scale. But the diimpinfr law would not have 
touched them. Only a i)rotective tariff would apply to them. That 
is the chief danger which we face when peace and competition re- 
turn. The danger is not so much that Europe will dump goods on tys 
that they will shij) goods to our shores at prices which our factories 
can not meet. A dumping cla\ise. stiindiiig alone would be of little, if 
any value. Harness it up to a protective tariff law and the danger 
of European monopoly of our market would be averted. That is the 
Republican stand on this question. ^

Out beyond those Cnscade moun- 
tnins where llie boys of tbc "spruce 
division" iiri! flKbtiiij,' anil woikint; to 
got Hnflicioiil inaterlal for alllc^il air 
jilniH's, is a I'oniinoility inucb souRbl 
by III' nioilical aiitluii-il Ics. II is splia- 
(jnmn moss. 

It Is a inoii» of the hlKlusi valui> 
meilically. It is four aiM a half times 
as absorbent as cotton and can be 
put to the aame uses. It Is vaatly 
cheaper and eaeler to gather, but not 
so abundant. 

It is a new proposition in the medi- 
cal world as far as its preaeiit uses 
are concerned. 80 far the authorities 
have not been able to gather it in suf- 
ficient quantities to satisfy Iho de- 
mands for it. The Red Cross started 
to use it for ilrossiiii^s ami in |ilaro of 
cotton HlliiiKs. bnl laik 01 supply 
inailo it iin|iiis.-^ibl(' to use it aa ex- 
tensively as was clesii-eil. 

.About a mile from llie I'ai ilie iieean 
all aloiiK till' sprnee bonier In Wash- 
ington mill OroKon are vast beds of 
sphiigniini. .So far the supply In trls 
territory lias been practically un- 
touched. However, the members of 
this unique division are doing all in 
their power to devote their space time, 
scarce aa that is to the gathering Of 
the moBs for their companions on the 
western front. Xhe Y. M .C. A., which 
has organised a net work of huts and 
houses ail over the 500 mile area of 
forest land, Is helping materially to- 
ward the organization of picking 
parties. 

.Not ioiiK' aiA') the Itev. William ('. 
Coveii. pastor of the FirM Tresby- 
terian rluirrli of ChiiaKi), who spent 
several iiioiillis in llie snrni-e area or-

Tile miiKs is a soft gray green snb-

When the baga are packed they are 
shipped to the nearby towns for treat- 
ment and flnal shipment. Portland^ 
Ore., has given over a great many ot 
Its places to the furthlrance ot this 
growing occupation. 

On the weslern front surneons are 
usiiu; Ibe moss wherever tliey are 
able 111 obtain It. If more were oh- 
lainable it is entirely possible tliat It 
woulii be iiseil 111 an even I'.realer ex- 
tent. 

So af;ain the Bpruce division is 
sliowing that it Is a most Indispens- 
able part of the army. It Is lighting 
with the wilds of the west rather than 
with the wilds of the western front, 
but Ite work Is Just as Important as 
jhat of any of the divlslona on tlie 
flghttng front. 

It is not an easy matter for a divi- 
sion of men enlisted for the purpose 
of lighting a real live enemy to bo 
side-tracked to the woods Ave thou- 
saiiil miles or more away from the ae- 
tion they crave. Yet snili Is the lot 
of these men. Tliey don't like it. but 
they do it Just as tlioroiiKbly anil sin- 
rerely as tliey would Ibe Job in 
Frame. They are not shirkers — 
ihey are soldiers and real ones at 

Unit. 

As a Koneral thini; tlie public Is not 
aeiiuainlod with the work o( this 
bunch of men, for they work quietly 
without the glory ot their comrades, 
but nevertheless, they are there, and 
when the flnal reckoning comes they 
will be closed to the top.

of the Section. It will be understood 
that such candidates are to return to 
tlieir sponsors, and the ulilized by 
tliein ill einploymonl work In the bp- 
ulniiin;;, Ipu per cent, of Ihe aiipli- 
eants for these courses were women, 
now flfrv- per cent, of the students are 
women, and the Instruitors are en- 
iliusiastic over the pronress they are 
making. A preliminary course In Kni- 
ployinent Management was staried in 
Cleveland thta autumn, and a subse- 
quent course will be, arranged there.

THE BI'RMN« QFESTION 

(Leslie's Weekly) • 

The fuel question, which may be 
said to be like a Are that has died 
down during the heat of summer, will 
flare up again with tlie approach of 
cold weather, and from now on It will 
resume iU place as the "Bumlhg 
Question." 

Uemcmbering the "heatless days" 
ni< 1 the shutdown of Industry for lack 
of fuel the consumer naturally puts 
tlie query: "Will there be enough niel 
to keep me warm next winter?" 

In answering this question the con- 
MiiiKT must bear in mind that besides 
liis own coal there m\ist be furnlsbed 
millions of tons for the great muni- 
tion plants, shins, railroads, the army 
apd navy and the various induBtries 
named as essential, and besides these, 
a certain amount of fuel to the non- 
ossentlal Industries. 

In the Bastem 'States antraclte is 
almost exclusively used for domestic 
imrposes. The smaller slses are used 
for ateam-flring in hotel^, apartment 
bouses, manufacturing plants, etc. In 
many cases, it is customary to mix 
small slses of anthracite with bltu- 
ininous coal was not available in Nen 
York, and th<f hotels found It ne 
I I'ssary to use the larger sizes of au' 
ihracile, thus depriving the consnnie;; 
I'f bard coal. Tlieie Is little doubt 
I lull this condition will not exist this 
« Inter. 

Last year's production of anihaf lte 
was 89,000,OuO gross tons. Tin' cur- 
rent production by months Is al a rale 
in excess of the production last year. 
The Anthracite Committee of the Fuel 
.\dmhiiStratlon made an allotment for 
each section of the country. "Bbe in- 
c-rease of anthracite to New foigland 
this year Is 16.95 per cent over 1917. 
To the Atlantic States it is 12.<9 per 
cent, increase for the same period. In 
all other sections It has been decreas- 
ed, and to some sections no autbra- 
clte at all will be shipped. 

The reason consumers In some cit- 
ies have not secured their full supply 
of anthracite is because tbe best pol- 
icy has been to get the faraway sec- 
tions from the mines stoclicd up first; 
in other words, to give them their al- 
lotment, or as much as posalbia, be- 
fore cold weather.
